The  Fraser  Collection  of  U.  S.  Half  Dimes  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most 
complete  ever  sold  at  Public  Auction.  It  was  assembled  over  ten  years. 
The  owner  was  able  to  benefit  from  the  dispersal  of  many  of  the  best 
known  "Name"  collections  as  they  came  on  the  market. 

Although  the  Fraser  material  was  assembled  with  a particular 
interest  in  the  Liberty  Seated  series,  the  collection  as  a whole  abounds  in 
the  varieties  and  rarities  of  other  types  as  well.  Of  equal  importance,  the 
collection  was  formed  with  a sharp  eye  for  condition.  Many  specimens 
are  the  "Finest  Known"  and  quite  a few  certainly  rank  in  the  Condition 
Census  (one  of  the  six  finest  known). 

Half  Dimes  have  long  been  popular,  largely  because  they  offer  the 
variety  collector  a stiff  challenge.  In  addition,  the  series  is  a short  one 
because  the  coins  were  largely  struck  in  only  two  mints,  Philadelphia  and 
New  Orleans.  San  Francisco  began  to  issue  the  pieces  only  eleven  years 
before  the  denomination  was  dropped. 

The  popularity  of  the  little  coins  has  inspired  a significant  number  of 
interesting  books.  Harold  P.  Newlin  wrote  about  them  as  long  ago  as  1883. 
The  most  important  book  describing  the  varieties  was  D.  W.  Valentine's 
"The  United  States  Half  Dimes,"  published  by  The  American  Numisma- 
tic Society  in  1931.  Prior  to  this  definitive  Monograph,  Will  W.  Neil  listed 
close  to  200  varieties  from  the  years  1829  to  1873  alone  in  the  August  1927 
Numismatist.  In  addition  many  well  known  authorities  of  earlier  genera- 
tions, such  as  James  Ross  Snowden,  Charles  Stiegerwalt,  David  Proskey, 
Howland  Wood,  and  F.C.C.  Boyd,  showed  great  interest  in  the  series. 

In  recent  years  Half  Dimes  have  also  attracted  the  attention  of 
currently  active  numismatic  scholars.  Both  Walter  Breen  and  Kamal 
Ahwash  have  directed  their  acute  analytical  minds  to  the  series. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Ahwash  for  checking  the  attributions  and 
doing  other  research  on  the  coins  in  this  collection.
